‘There is a clearness of 
perception, and an earnestness 6f manner pervading 
the discourses which leads one to believe the author 
deeply impressed himself with the importance of the 
subject, and with the necessity of being ‘* born 
again’? of the Holy Spirit, in order to a meetness 
for the kingdom of heaven. More pungent and 
searching appeals, both to professing Christians and 
impenitent sinners, are rarely heard from orthodox 
pulpits. God grant that his own Spirit may accom- 
pany them to the hearts of those thus addressed, and 
make them the fire and the hammer, breaking the 
flinty rock in pieces. We are not unwilling to augur 
good to our Unitarian ministers and churches general- 
ly, from the stand thus openly taken, by one in whom 





they have reposed great confidence, as a man of sound | 
judgment, far reaching mind, and uncommon purity 
of character. But should he be obliged to stand alone 
among his brethren, we trust he will not draw. back, | 
but press onward toward the mark, and enjoy the | 
happiness his sou! desires—the happiness of witnes- | 
sing, not merely a temporary, but permanent revival 
among the people of his charge. . 

The following is an extract from Mr. Peabody's 
Sermon above referred to:— 

The text is from Hab. iii, 2: ** O Lord, revive thy 
work;’? and the subject is thus introduced:— 

** We have been surrounded for the last few weeks 
with the evidences of an increased seriousness in our 
community, of an unwonted interest in the great con- 
jcerns of the soul and of eternity. We have beheld 
j)multitedes flocking to tW@™sahCtuaries around us at 
jextraordinary periods of worship; and we must have 

been ill observers of the groups, which we have met 
jand passed on our daily walks, not to have marked 
an unusual solemnity of aspect and manner. But we, 
jas a body, have stood aloof from the services of this | 
| exciting season, Our church has been open only at 
our regular times of worship; and, though some of 
}you have elsewhere listened to the ministrations of 
those, who have been laboring for the conversion of 

| souls, and have been borne on the current of feeling, 
jand awakened to new and nearer views of the eternal | 
| world, many of us have probably remained unaffected, 
|and our congregation may no doubt have seemed to | 
jour brethren of other flocks like an island of ice in a 
sea of fire. It behooves us seriously to inquire, how 
far is this true? How far is the position, which we 
have occupied, the result of sound and rational views 
of religion? How far does it proceed from mete 
coldness and indifference ? 

“If Tam rightly informed, the present season of 

religious excitement has been to a great degree free | 
from what, I confess, has always made me dread | 
such times, I mean those excesses and extravagances, 
which wound religion in the house of its friends, and 
cause its enemies to blaspheme. I most cheerfully 
[express my opinion, that there will be in the fruits of 
| the present eacitement far less to regret, and much 
| more for the friends of God to rejoice in, mach more 
to be recorded in the book of eternal iife, than in any 
similar series of religious exercises, which L have ever 
had the opportunity of watching 

And what is there, to which any of you would ob- 
ject, in what has been going on around us? What 
is there that you would consider us misplaced or de- 

jserving Of censure? Is it the excitement? I do 
}sometines hear religious excitement spoken of as in 
itself an evil; but LT cannot regard it so. Lonly wish 
that there were infinitely more of it, and that it’ were 
never cooled dewn, 





But you, who sutler yourselves 
to be excited about every thing else, must surely 
think religion a very subordinate concern, if you are 
unwilling that men should be excited about it Look 
at your own course of life, your own habits, your 
frequent conduct. You will find that most or all of 
you have helped to produce, in some quarter, or on 
some subject or other, a strongly excited state of feel- 
jing. Some of you think it good to throw the whole 
community into a ferment, to wind up individual 
minds to the utmost tension of hope and fear, and to 
stimulate those about you to preternatural efforts, on 
the eve of a political election. You have held your 
| protracted political meetings, have day afier day left 
your usual posts of business, and night after night 

your cherished firesides, have even vacated your seats 

at religious meetings which you were wont to allend, 

when you thought that great national interests de- 

manded peculiar efforts and sacrifices. IT say these 

things not by way of reproach, but to show you that 

you do approve of excitements, on subjects, which 

you for the time deem to be of prime moment. And 

on much slighter matters, how do you often suffer 

| yourselves to be lifted and carried away by some 

plan of business or of pleasure, so that you are stimu. 

lated to unwonted act vity, and, it may be, make 

| large sacrifices for the attainment of an object of en- 

itirely secondary moment, nay, for the mere passing 

jof a day or night of special festivity and gaiety! The | 
|} question with you then is not, whether excitement is 

}a good thing; but whether the most momentous of 
fall interests shall be the only topic, on which you will 
remain unexcited, whether you will pursue every 
thing else with a glowing fervor of spirit, and religion 
with a cold, calculating movement,—whether you 
will run in every earthward direction, and creep 
jheavenward. As reasonable beings you can make 
| but one answer, and that in the spirit of the apostle’s 
| words, ** ft is good to be zealously affected in a good 
| thing.’? ° * ° ® e 

** If these views, upon which it is not my purpose 
to enlarge, be correct, what is our duty, when those 
| around us are engaged as we have seen them? In- 
| difference? Far from it. 1 pity the mind, that ean 
regard without sympathy such a heaving of the reli 
| gious elements in our midst,—such deep anxiety and 
| trembling joy,—the profligate, the profane and degra- 


| ded asking the prayers of God's people, 


| and lifting 


their first vows and praises in the house of worship 
| Yet more do I pity him, who ean think or speak of 
jthese things with levity or contempt. Every mani- 
festation of the religious principle is venerable. Over 
every struggle of the slave of vin, as he yearns to be- 
come the Lord's freeman, there is joy in heaven.

Loss or Letrers rxom Misstonarires.—The 
ship ** Arno,’’ which took out a large company of

Summary of News. 

Larer From Canton.—'T wo ships have arrived 
at New York from China, bringing advices to the 26th 
of November, from Whampoa, They left Tongkoo 
bay where the foreign ships were lying, on the Ist of 
December. 

The report brought by a former arrival that all trade 
had been suspended, was incorreet—but it was stated 
that the Commissioner was determined to put a stop 
to the trans-shipping British property to Canton under 
the flag of other nations, as has been hitherto done. 
It was the general opinion, that an entire stoppage to 
the foreign trade would again take place ere long. 
The vessel reported by a former arrival to have been 
wrecked on the shores of Haiman, was not an Amer- 
ican, but a British vessel. 

The Chinese batteries had opened on the British 
ships lying at Hong Kong, and cannonaded them with 
mach fury for several hours—but without doing them 
the slightest harm! ‘The next day the ships left the 
bay and proceeded to Tongkoo, where the foreign 
ships are to remain—very much to the dissatisfaction 
of the Merchantmen, as the strong tide in Tongkoo, 
exposed them to be destroyed by the Chinese fire ships. 


Persecution of the Roman Catholics in Tonquin 
and Cochin China.—Fiom the report of the apos- 
tolic pro-viear of Upper Cochin China, for the year 
1538, which has just reached this country, it appears 
that in that year, a violent persecution broke out in 
‘Tonquin and Upper Cochin China, against the Catho- 
lies. ‘The two Dominican bishops of East Tonquin 
were apprehended and shortly after beheaded. Seven 
native priests, of whom four belonged to the French 
mission, suffered the same fate 

In Cochin China, the existence of the Roman 
Catholic establishment became known from a case of 
discipline which occurred. The natives at first at- 
tempted to extort gold from them, but filing in this, 
they reported to the mandarin that the village contain- 
ed a Earopean and a native priest. The village was 
immediately surrounded with 300° soldiers, but the 
two priests succeeded in escaping 
The authorities of the

** The orders of the day being called up, the bill 
concerning the sale of spirituous liquors came up on 
its pissage lo be engrossed, in concurrence. 

Mr. Swasey of Lynnfield, believing that no discus. 
sion could produce a union of sentiment on the sub- 
jeet of Temperance in the house, moved the indefinite 
postponement of the bill 

Messrs, Marvin and Emerson of Boston, both ex- 
pressed the opinion that the passage of this bill was 
due to the friends of the law of °38, from its oppo- 
nents, who had pledged themselves to pass a satisfuc- 
tory substitate. 

Mr. Walley of Roxbury, did not think that this law 
would be of great advantage to the cause of temper- 
ance in the country. Its tendency however would 
every where bea good one; and in this cily he thought 
it would be a great advantage. 

Mr. ‘Tarbell of Pepperell, could not see the use of 
the law. It was said that the city ealled for the assis- 
tance of the Legislature. "The city had now the pow- 
er to refuse licenses. Did the city authorities shrink 
from the responsibility ? 

The debate was continued at some length. It was 
replied to Me. Tarbell by several gentlemen, that to 
achieve the closing of the tippling shops by law would 
be much more effective than to do it by the refusal of 
licenses. The previous question, on motion of Mr. 
Stevenson of Boston, was called for. 

A call for the yeas and nays was not sustained. 

The Howse then passed the bill to be engrossed in 
concurrence with the Senate. Yeas 173, nays 158.”’
